America’s ten-year struggle to pull 
out of the slough of despond, ac- 
cording to Dr. Thomas Nixon Carv- 
er, professor of political economy at 
Harvard University, has brought two 
clashing philosophies — the Work 
Bench Philosophy, and the Pig 
Trough Philosophy — into sharp 
conflict! 

The two opposing philosophies, as 
described by Dr. Carver, are rough- 
ly as follows: 

1. The Work Bench Philosophy, 
based on nature’s law: Adapt or 
die! In effect, the end of produc- 
tion is further production, that we 
should consume in order that we 
may produce; that if we have more 
energy than is necessary to sustain 
life, the surplus should be used for 
further productive achievement. 


2. The Pig Trough Philosophy,— | 


which amounts to substantially this 
—The end of life and industry is 
enjoyment; we produce in order 
that we may consume, whether our 
consumption be grosses or refined, 
whether it consist in filling our bel- 
lies, or in loafing and inviting our 
souls. 

“The Creamery Co-Operator,” 
provocative publication of The 
Challenge Cream and Butter Asso- 
ciation, in an interesting analysis 
of Dr. Carver’s views, comments as 
follows: 

“Very likely there are proponents 
of both philosophies among the 
heterogeneous masses who call 
themselves United States’ Ameri- 
cans. This nation wouldn’s have two 
or more political parties, there 
wouldn’t be the rich and the poor, 
the Haves and the Have-nots, were 
it not for the fact that we are free 
to subscribe to either of these pat- 
terns of living, as our conscience 
dictates. 

“But the two philosophies are con- 
stantly in competition with each 
other—and in the end, the Work 
Bench Philosophy will win out, sim- 
ply because the people who adopt 
it will beat in competition those who 
adopt and practice the so-called Pig 
Trough Philosophy.” 


There are many, undoubtedly, who! 
argue that neither the Work Bench} 


Philosophy, nor the Pig Trough 
Philosophy, represents an_ ideal 
philosophy; that there must be time 
for leigurely living, as well as pro- 
ductive living, and that man is en- 
titled to enjoy the fruits of his la- 
bor. 

br. Carver would not argue with 
that contention, in all probability, 
but would point out the truth—that 
millions of Americans have been led 
to believe that they can flich their 
fruit from the corner fruit stand, in- 
stead of coming by it the hard way; 
by productive labor. 

Men cannot live by work alone, 
but he must certainly die without 
it! 

That’s the lesson, without doubt, 
that the Harvard chemist is trying 
to get over with his modern-day 
parable of the Work Bench Philos- 
ophy versus the Pig Trough phil- 
osophy. 

The Republic of France is dead— 
sént to her death by disciples of the 
Pig trough Philosophy, who wanted 
shorter hours, fewer work days and 
more money for less labor,and who 
felt they could defy the natural 
law that wealth comes only from 
production. 

And the Republic of the United 
States, if it persists in following the 
false prophets of the ‘something for 
nothing” philosophy, will follow 
France into the graveyard of na 
tions. 

That’s the lesson which Ameri- 
cans need to heed, as this country’s 
leaders seek to undo the damage 
which has been done during the 
past decade. 

There is joy and satisfaction in 
hard work; in a job well done.

That’s what America needs to 
learn again.

Lake Tahoe Automobile 
Death, Other Matters 
Will Be Reviewed 


| District Attorney Henry S. Lyon 
announced Monday morning that 
the county grand jury is being call- 
ed to meet at the courthouse on 
Monday morning of next week, Aug- 
ust 19th. 

| Mr. Lyon said there will be “sev- 
eral criminal matters” presented be- 
fore the Grand Jury. 


One of these, it was indicated, 
will concern an inquiry into the cir- 
curstances of the death of Enos 
Stredback, former caretaker of Lake 
Tahoe summer homes, who died re- 
cently at a Sacramento hospital af- 
ter having been struck by a car 
near Bijou while riding a bicycle. 


Ralph McElyea, of Palo Alto, who 
allegedly was driving the car, was 
taken into custody shortly after the 
wreck on charges of reckless driv- 
ing involving personal injury and, 
following Stredback’s reported 
death, was re-arrested and is now 
at liberty on bail in the amount of 
$2,000 facing charges of negligent 
homicide. 


McElyea was to have had a pre- 
liminary hearing Tuesday in the 
court of Justice of the Peace T. F. 
Lewis but this action has been tak- 
en from the justice court calendar 
in view of the decision to submit 
the matter to the Grand Jury.

telegram tells a story that is as 
old as baseball itself—the story of a 
star who has been detoured off the 
glory road and is walking once 
again the hot and dusty trail of 
the minors. 


It came from Dizzy Dean, and 
here it is just as he penciled it in 
the Western Union office down in 
Shreveport, Louisiana: 

“The fans have been great with | 
Me down here. Have been able to 
draw in full houses every time I 
have pitched. Couple of three times 
my arm has been nearer par than 
it was last three years. Am work- 
ing very hard. Pitching in my turn 
every three or four days. 

“My arm doesn’t hurt me_ the 
last four or five times I have pitch- 
ed but it isn’t as strong as I think 
it will be. I am getting in shape to 
where I can go through nine in- 
nings without tiring. I am pitching 
just about the same delivery as I 
always did, though not maybe quite 
as high. Of course I want to go | 
back to the majors. That’s why I 
am down here working so hard. I 
would like to break down that old 
theory ‘they never come back’.” 

Since the Cubs sent him off to 
the Tulsa Oilers of the Texas league 
Diz has won seven games and lost 
but three, which would indicate that 
his optimism is based on something 
more substantial than the hope 
that springs eternal in the breasts 
of pitchers who have gone to the 
showers too often. They play base- 
ball in the Texas League, fast base- 
ball, and a pitcher doesn’t win seven 
games in the length of time Dean 
has just because he has a trunkful 
of clippings and a couple of world 
series rings. 

A sure indication that his lame 
arm has improved since he left the 
Wrigley field is to be found in 
Dizzy’s statement he is using very 
nearly the same pitching motion he 
employed when he was “fogging” ’em 
through” for the Cardinals and was 
baseball’s Mr. Big. When he left 
for the minors Dizzy was mighty 
close to being a side-arm chuckerr 
He just couldn’t get his aching arm 
high enough to use the full, loose 
delivery that was, so to speak, his 
birthright. He still doesn’t pitch 
quite as “high” as he once did, he 
admits, but the inference is that 
it won’t be long. 

It’s just a guess, but perhaps the 
thing that has helped most in Dean’s 
effort to regain what may be prop- 
erly termed the Dizzy heights, is 
regular work. He’s taking his reg- 
ular turn out there on the hill, and 
all the pampering and betting and 
hot-house protection of Wrigley 
Field is finished. He’s back to a 
schedule like the one he had in St. 
Louis under Frisch, a schedule that 
doesn’t give him much time for 
fretting about himself and think- 
ing himself into new and painful 
miseries. In Chicago he pitched 
every ten days or so, which was 
scarcely often enough to determine 
whether his arm was really sore, or 
| just a victim of mould, rust and cob 
| webs.

craft fire for a day’s bag of 93. Only 
21 German planes were lost, the 
high command said. 

As the air combat raged over 
Britain a new incident flared in the 
troubled Balkan peninsula. 

The Italian press launched a bit- 
ter campaign against Greece charg- 
ing that an Albanion patriot, Daut 
Hoggia, had been murdered. There 
was some suggestion that the at- 
tack might be the opening phase of 
a campaign to obtain the 2,000 or 
so square mile area of Ciamuria 
just south of Albania along the Ad- 
riatic. 

However, authoritative Rome in- 
formants warned against specula- 
tion on the imminence of military 
action. 

On official London spokesman to- 
day made plain that Britain would 
reject any proposals that the con- 
tinental blockade be lifted or mod- 
ified to allow shipment of food to 
German occupied territories. Need 
of food in these regions to avert se- 
vere suffering and starvation this 
winter has been emphasized by for- 
mer President Herbert Hoover.

Serene Setting Helps Children 


Who Stutter 


By GARRY CLEVELAND MYERS, Ph.D. | feel in his presence as if all is well. 


@ FEW OF us really know how 
much the stuttering child must 
suffer. Many youths write me of 
their suffering. There’s no person 
I would desire to help more than 
the stutterer and it gives me a 
great deal of satisfaction when a 
mother who has written me about 
a stuttering young child writes 
later to tell me that he has recov- 
ered. Not all stutterers are cured, 
of course. Yet most eould be, I do 
believe, if early enough the home 
atmosphere and relationship were 
properly adjusted and the child 
adequately understood. 

A Texas father writes: 

“Dear Doctor: I am a great 
reader of your articles. I am writ- 
ing you in behalf of my eight year 
old boy. When he was about six 
years old he began to stutter. At 
times he is worse than other times. 
My wife has the habit of telling 
him to stop stuttering when he is 
trying to speak a word and ap- 
parently this seems to be bad for 
him. 

Came on Suddenly 


“He apparently is normal in 
every other way and very healthy. 
He was speaking all his words 
with ease until he was about five 
years of age. I would greatly ap- 
preciate any advice you are able 
to give me on what course would 
be the best to try in order to cor- 
rect this ailment.” 

Here is how I answered him, in 
part: 

“Your wife believes, of course, 
she is ,doing best for your boy 
when she tells him to stop stutter- 
ing or speak more slowly. Her do- 
ing so gives her some temporary 
emotional relief. But I am sure 
her way is wrong. I hope she can 
be prevailed upon to say nothing 
to him about his stuttering; never 
to interrupt him or look at his 
mouth then; not even to breathe 
irregularly while he stutters nor 
reveal by her demeanor or ges- 
tures that she is aware of his stut- 
tering; but rather to discipline 
herself to act as if she wer not 
aware of his stutter’ : 


I hope moreover, that every other 
person in this boy’s presence treats 
him in like manner. I hope his 
teacher permits him to speak in 
class only when he feels the cour- 
age to do so; that, moreover, she 
induces a sympathetic attitude 
toward him on the part of his 
classmates. 


Read to Him 


“You and mother should read 
aloud to him a great deal every 
day and sing with him informally 
as a part of the family fun. 

“Encourage this boy to make 
things with tools. You should, of 
course, have this lad carefully 
checked by your doctor. Encour- 
age him to play with other chil- 
dren his age out of doors and to 
learn the usual play skills. But 
see that he does not grow over- 
weary. If necessary, break his play 
periods, especially in summer, with 
rest and quiet periods. Encourage 
him to lie down every afternoon 
for an hour during the summer 
and to have a quiet period before 
dinner when he goes to school. 

“Forbid his listening to exciting 
radio programs. Keep the radio 
silent while the family are to- 
gether. Limit movies to one a 
month or less. Let his parents 
work on themselves for calm voice 
and serene manner with lots of 
relaxation, smiles and laughter. If 
there are other children in the 
family write me and let me offer 
further suggestions.
